As the time draws near for the 
unMl eoBrmtlou of the C»tbolic 
edttora »Bd the Amariean raderation 
of Catholic SociatlM Uww U every In- 
dicatton that the week of Aupist 18 
will be marked one of the most 
notable In the history of Louisville. 
It iB yet impossible to estimate the 
thousands of visitors who will come 
bore, but there is assurance given 
that It will surpass any gatherlag 
ever held In the South under Cath- 
olic auapicaa. Among those who are 
to bo heard at both ibe public meet- 
ings at the Armory and in the con- 
vention' are high church dignitaries 
and laymen of national reputation. 
There has been no change in the 
proRramme as heretofore outlined in 
these columns, which does credit to 
the foresight of the various commlt- 
teee. 

For months past the liOuisrlUe 
raderatlon has been making prepara- 
tion for this event and has had the 

eameat support of such strong or- 
ganisations as the Ancient Order of 
Hibernians, Catholic Knights of 
America, Ivuights of St. John, 
KiiiKhts of Columbus, Young Men's 
InB'itute, Catholic KnlghU and 
Ladies, Columbia Athletic Club, the 
parish societies and the parishes 
themselves. With Dr. Peter Oanz 
and Col. John H. Whallen lending 
their invaluable asBistance the local 
body has been enaliled to surpass Its 

most sanguinary e\| latiotis. The

national and patriotic. They will 
portray not only events of the great- 
est historical Interest In this eoan- 
try, but scenes that have to do with 
the lives of the diaeoTtrors of Aaer- 
lea In the older eoaatrles. Next 
w/atik final Instmetlons will be is- 
sued to the marshals as to their 

' duties, and each society and parish 

will be notified when and where to 
assemble and their position in the 
parade, which will move down 
Broadway promptly at 1:S0 o'clock. 
Brery preeantlon has bean takaa for 
the safety and comfort of thpse who 
will ride OB the floata, and with the 
protection afforded by the signal 
corps aoeident will be next to Impos- 
sible. The reviewing stand will ad- 
loin the Cathedral and will be occu- 
pied by Bishop O'Donaghue, the 
visiting Archbishops, Bishops and 
hundreds of the clergy.

Both religious and lay lircles 
throughout the (inintry were greatly 
grieved on Tuesday to learn of the 
death at Syracuse, N. Y., of the 
Right Rev. Patrtek A. Ludden. the 
first Bishop of that dloeose, after aa 
lllnees with which he was stricken 
iHt Ootobar» 

Bishop Ludden was born February 
4, 18S6, in the little village of 
Rreaffy. outside the town of Castle- 
har, Coiinly Mayo, in the Providence 
of ("onnaught, Ireland, Breaffy is a 
part of the parish of Caatiebar. 
Kishop Ludden had two brothers, 
James and Edmund, and five sisters, 
Mary, Anna, Honors, Cecilia and 
Margaret. Honora^ Cecilia and Mar- 
garet beeame religious, all three 
joining the Sisters of Charity at 
Lei ven worth, Kans., assuming the 
names of Sister Agnes Maria, Sister 
M. Sti'phen and Sinter M. Agatha re- 
spe' iively. Sister M. Agatha died at 
St. Vincent's Hosjiital. LeadviUe, 
Colo, Sister Agnes Maria and Sister 
M. Stephen are still performing the 
duties of their voeatloh. Bishop Lud- 
den was educated first in the village 
school at Breaffy, taught by a man 
named McCarthy. Afterward he was 
sent to John Belme's Academy, Cas- 
flebar, from which he was graduated. 
He went next to St. Jarlath's College, 
rr:pt-;. earlv in 1859. After a year 
aipi I li.lt he finished his classical 
course at St. Jarlath's. In the sum- 
mer of 1861 he came to Amerloa and 
entered the Orand Seminary, Uon- 
trenl, Canada, conducted by the 
Sulpirian Fathers, where he com- 
pleted his theological studies. He 
was ordained for the Diocese of Al- 
banv in the Orand Seniinarv, May 
21, lg64, by Right Rev. Ignatius 
Bourget, the second Bishop of Mon- 1 
treal. | 
The diocese of Syracuse was cut 
off from the Albany diocese by Pope 
Leo Xin. The dioeese was first pro- 
jected by the Holy See September IS, 
1886, and Father Ludden was made 
Bishop-elect. In spite gf, father 
\.tfft«wii*» relirsa'i, ^le walrtlMflftJTip- 
pointed Bishop of the new see on 
December 1 4. 1 886. His consecration 
took place at the Church of the As- 
sumption, Syracuse. Archbishop 
Corrlgan, of New York, was the offi- 
ciating prelate. He was assisted by 
Bishop Bernard McQuade, of Roches- 
ter. Bishop Farrell, of Trenton, 
preached the sermon on the occasion. 
His activities during his twenty-five 
V4 ars as Histiop of Syracuse have 
been rewarded with many extensive 
improvementa In the diocese. He had 
established twenty-eight parishes In 
(he laat qnartar of a oeatury. Ha 
had confirmed orar dO.OOO paopld 
during that time. He rebuilt the 
Cathedral of the Immaculate Con- 
ception at his own expaaaa In 1908, 
and made it the CaUiadna of the 
diocese.

Tlie number of llip personnel of 
!he army is more than twice that of 
:]]'• navy, so one must expect to find 
■he number of all re(|ul8ltes doubled 
for its maintenance and supervision. 
The number of officers and enlisted 
men In Uncle Sam's army is now 
about 90,000, and to provide for 
their spiritual welfare Congress pro- 
vides stzty-aaTsn Chaplains repre- 
ienting all craada and denominations, 
and among this number the Catholic 
faith Is represented by sixteen on 
the active list, while there are sev- 
eral on the retired list by operation 
of law, they having ri aciipii the age 
of retirement, sixly-fonr years, or 
■etired for dlBabllity, 

Among the sixteen now doing act- 
ive duty is Rev. Timothy P. O'Keefe, 
senior in grade of the Catholic Chap- 
lains, having tha rank of Major 
since March IS, 1811. FaHier 
O'Keefe was originally appointed on 
February 2, 1901, from the District 
of Columbia, on the recommendation 
of His Eminence .laine.K Cardinal 
Ctlbbons. He was born in Kansas, 
N'ovember 16, 1H«4. and has served 
in all parts of the United States and 
the Phlllpplna Islands, and his pres- 
ent station la at the military prison, 
Alcatrai, Cal., doing splendid work 
among the convicts. Father O'Keefe 
will not retire for age until 1928. 
The pay of a Major is 83,000, plus 
10 per cent, for each five years' 
service. 

At the present time there are five 
Catholics hwrlng the rank of Cap- 
tain, and these are Albert J. Bader, 
Ninth Infantry, Who is now In the 
United Statea on leave of absence.

Chaplain liader is the dean of the 
»rniy Catholic Chaplains, not only in 
age, but in service, for he entered the 
volunteer service in September, 
1898, as Chaplain ot the Twelfth 
Mew Tork Volunteers. He is a native 
of New Tork. and was appointed to 
!he regular army from tha State in 
February, 1901. He was born on 
3eptember/a4, 1S89. Father Doherty 
is a native of Massachusetts, but was 
appointed to the army from Call- 
fornla In 1902. He was born Decem- 
ber ai, 1862. Father Perry Is another 
New Torker, and has been assigned 
to reform work at the big military 
prison at Fort Leavenworth. Father 
Denning Is the youngest of the 
'atbolic Chaplains, and was bom In 
Ohio on August 20, 1878. 

Among the Catholic Chaplains on 
the retired list are Patrick J. Hart, 
Edward H. Fitzgerald and Kdward 
J, Vattman, having the rank of 
Major, and Patrick P. Carey and Kli 
W. J. Lindesmlth, with the grade of 
Captain. 

No doubt the beat kaowa of all the 
haplalns Is Father Fitsgarald. who 

did such efficient work with the 
Twenty-second Infantry In Cuba In 
I89S. and who was retired tor dis- 
ability, incident to the service, on 
February 26, 1909.

Whea It oomea-to this I 
should prefer emigrating to aoma 
country where they make no pretense 
of loving liberty where desiiotism 
can be taken pure, and without the 
base alloy of hypocrisy."

Great were the days in Ireland of 
old when the poeta were Judges as 
well aa TetaesMfears aad levied upon 
royaltr aad aoMltty of the land for 
their snpport. Second only to the 
kings and chiefs were the bards who 
sang the heroic deeds of warriors 
whom they incited to battle, aaaur- 
Ing them of immortality when they 
fell. To the bards Is d<ie the rii'dlt 
of perpetuating the poetic insllnrts 
of thi' Irish nation and Intensifying 
the fervor of national feeling. The 
plalntlTe quality of the Irish poetry 
pomee •out strongly ta one of the 
later poets, Thooiss Moore, whose 
lament for the departure of the 
muse from Tara, once the abode of
